A HISTORIC WHISTLE, 


A Relic with a Curious History Owned 
by a Georgia Man. 
St. Louls Republican, 

Mr. Norval Fergtisson, of Atlien4, Ga., 
uwasa whistle which is, he says, the whistle 
that the poet Pobert Burns wrote a ballad 
about. Mr, Fergusson was in St. fionis |ast 
Tuesday and while here he showed the 
whistle to a few intimate friends. It is 
not at all remarkable in appearance—just 


like the common ebony whistles sold by 
hearly all dealers in toye—abont twe inches 
fiony, halt an inch wide at thé moth 


and ornamented with a little 
ball at the end of the fingers clasp 
when the whistle is being blown. 


Its authentic history is curious, and dates 
back to the time when Anne, of Denmark, 
went to Scotland with Jamesthesixth In 
the train of Queen Anne there wasa Danish 
gentleman of gigantic statute and great 
rowess, a matchiess champion of Bacchus. 
fe cha Jenged the Scattish couftiers to con- 
tescfor putsession of the Whistle. A number 
accepted. The eontests were stenes of 
baccnanalian riot. At the cothmencément 
of the orgies the Dane laid the whistle on a 
table, and whoevet was able to blow it last, 
every body else being disabled by the potency 
of the bottle, to him the whistle was awarded 
as a trophy ofvictory. The Dane produced 
credentials of bis victories, without a 
single defeat, at the courts of War- 
saw, Copenhager, Stockholm; Moscow and 
several of the petty courts in Germany, 
After many overthrows on the part of the 
Scots the Dane was encountered by Sir 
Robert Lawrie: of Maxweéitop; who, after 
three davs and three nights’ hard contest, 
left the Scandinavian under the table, 
“And blew on the whistle his requiem 
shrill.” Sir Walter, son toSir Robert Law- 
rie, afterwards lost the whistle to Walter 
Riddel, of Glenriddel. It continued in 
possession of the Riddels until Friday, Oc- 
tober 16 1790, when it was contended 
for,as relat d in Buros’s ballad, by Sr 
Rebert Lawrie, descendant of the other Sir 
Robert aforementioned; Robert Riddel, 
descendant of Walter Riddel, and Alexan- 
der Fergusson, of Craigdarroch, likewise 
deSceiidant from Sir Kobert, it was Fer- 
gusson’s fortune to carty off the hard-won 
honors of the field. But what a capacity 
they all must bave had for wine! Burns 
tells how they ate a sumptuous dinner and 
then drank claret: 
“Six bottles apiece had well wore out the night 
When gallant Sir Robert, to finish the fight, 
lurn’d o’er in one bumper a bottle of red, 
And swore ‘twas the way tlieir ancestors did.’’ 


Whereupon Riddle ‘left the foul busines- 
to folks less divine,’ but the others con 
tinued the contest. 


“The gallant Sir Robert fought hard to the end; 

But who _ with fate and quart bumpers con 
tend? 

Though fate said, a hero should perish in light; 

So up rose bright Phwbu:, and down fell the 
knight.’’
